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Ah Yes, the Monroe Doctrine 


Repeated references to the Monroe Doc­ 
trine are sending citizens to their reference 
books, to see exactly what this doctrine is 
they are hearing about again but never fully 
understood. 
They do not find what they are looking 
for. It is like looking up the Fifth Amendment 
to the Constitution to see what protects wit­ 
nesses quizzed by congressional investiga­ 
tors and discovering that the Fifth Amend­ 
ment covers a great deal more ground than 
the right 0! a witness to scurry for cover. 
The Monroe Doctrine never was put down 
officially in any clear form 
Originally, it 
was part of a presidential address by James 
Monroe in 1823 
Since then it has been in­ 
terpreted by all kinds ot people for various 
purposes, with additions, 
subtractions 
and 
divisions 
Theodore Roosevelt added the idea in the 
Roosevelt Corollary that the United States 
could intervene in New World nations to pre­ 
vent Old World intervention. But President 
Monroe, himself, had never mentioned inter­ 
vention 
He said the “ American continents 
, 
are henceforth not to be considered as 
subjects for future colonization by an Euro­ 
pean power.” 
This was interpreted subsequently to mean 
there was to he no 
intervention 
by 
any 


European power, than to mean there was to 
be no intervention by anyone 
Vet. because 
intervention cannot be defied exactly, no 
one can bay precisely when intervention bas 
occurred—and it is this weakness that tho 
Communist conspiracy 
obviously hopes 
to 
take advantage of as it spreads its mischief 
in Latin America. It will not colonize or inter­ 
vene. It will influence. 
One detail of the Monroe Doctrine as orig­ 
inally propounded is especially interesting. It 
was not created primarily to keep Europe 
out of South America, though that was to be­ 
come its effect. The problem that had vexed 
Monroe directly was a Russian threat to 
take over the northwest coast of N o r t h 
America The Russian government had issued 
an order prohibiting all non-Russian ships 
from coming within IOO miles of* this coast. 
That could not be tolerated. 
The Monroe Doctrine never was written 
into a treaty It never became a law. It is 
part of no international agreement It is only 
a brief statement by President James Monroe 
with hundreds of thousands of words of in­ 
terpretation appended thereto—a state 
of 
mind, really, which lets the world know that 
attempts to nib into the New World for he 
purpose of making trouble for those already 
there will be resented by the United States. 


Cutting the Wearer to the Coat 


Party platforms, like everything else in 
politics, have changed. Or. rather, the popular 
attitude about party platforms has changed. 
Wht?n the Democratic platform for 
1960 
had been read and approved, after the cus­ 
tomary skirmish with irreconcilable .southern 
politicians over their bread-and-butter issue, 
civil rights, it was filed and forgotten. 
No one considers a plank in a party plat­ 
form to be a pledge any more, only a state­ 
ment of intent, something like a New Year's 
resolution. This is a new attitude, and it 
gives the political parties more latitude than 
they used to have when planks were pledges. 
They can promise the moon, the stars and 
the Milky Way and suggest that these, too, 
belong with the growing list of material things 
Americans should have in their ever-growing 
list of wants. 
THE CLEAREST difference between the 
Democratic and Republican parties in the 
last three decades has been the former's lack 
of inhibition about declarations of intent. The 
sky’s the limit. 
It started to be the limit in 1936, after the 
1932 Democratic platform had excoriated the 
Hoover administration for spending money 
recklessly and promised to balance the fed­ 
eral budget. Taking note of Herbert Hoovei s 
"thumping defeat on the sam e kind of plat­ 
form, only more so, the Democratic plat­ 
form makers in 1936 started on a new tack. 
They threw prudence out the window. 
They said the party henceforth would be 
devoted to the family, the home, the saver, 
the consumer, the old, the young and the 
veterans. They promised to show interest in 
all who might be overtaken by disaster, op­ 
pression. the vicissitudes of economic real­ 
ty and even bankruptcy and overdue mort­ 
gage payments. 


This was the beginning of the great modern 
division between the philosophy of the major 
parties. 
The Democratic party postulated a future 
society that would be built to its specifica­ 
tions—a process of cutting the wearer o tit 
the Democratic coat. 
The Republican party defended a socety 
already in existance and favored policies that 
would serve it better. 
Republicans, in general, looked upon reality 
and found it to have been good in the past, 
not too bad in the present and certain to 
be better in the future. 
Democrats, in general, dismissed what was 
and what had been with disdain and spoke 
feelingly of a brave new world in which all 
things would be possible. 
This was going to happen, they indicated, 
only if they were given a free hand to 
fit their already finished coat on a none-too- 
certain wearer. 


THIS BECAME the party issue The Repub­ 
lican party had doubts about cutting the 
wearer to fit the coat that Democrats were 
cutting. 
They doubted that it was progress or even 
progressive In some of its aspects it looked 
like election-buying and in all of its aspects 
it looked like a sure-fire scheme to jack 
taxes sky-high and convert what once had 
been a society that supported its government 
info a government that eventually would try 
to support all of society and collapse under 
the impossible burden it had taken on itself. 
That is still the issue in 1960 The Demo­ 
cratic party is still promising everything. 
The Republican party is still wondering why 
voters fall for a political confidence game in 
which the citizen pays—and pays—and pays.

worry about as long as viewers continue to 
talk about the “ entertainment” paid for by 
their advertisers 
, The “ entertainers.” ’on the other hand, can­ 
not afford to be indifferent to criticism of 
their performances no m atter how many 
Viewers have been watching In the case of 
political conventions, if the “entertainers”— 
the politicians—axe paying attention, they will 
note a significant similarly in the criticism.

Pasternak s Grave 


WARSAW 
The poet lies under turned-up 
earth on a hillside. There’s noth­ 
ing to mark the spot. Just a mound 
of dirt and two vases filled with 
flowers: One with yellow iris, the 
other with blood-red peonies. 
Across a plowed valley you can 
see the gabled cottage where he 
lived. A peaceful scene 
Yet even in death Boris Paster­ 
nak is a rallying cry, a cause 
celebre.

proud and turbulent spirit. 
At 4 p.rn on Thursday. June 2 
(the very day and hou.

to be buried), members were in­ 
formed. a meeting would be held 
of the Moscow Board of the Writ­ 
ers’ Union—the group which ex­ 
pelled him after the nobel prize 
award in October, 
1936. 
That's 
why no official representative of

Pasternak to his grave. 
Meantime, in an effort to keep 
his burial from becoming a rally­ 
ing point for the young, word was 
quietly passed around Moscow that 
members of the secret police would

speech gave the appearance of 
having been prepared in a hurry— 
there were many changs made in 
n between the time the advance 
copy was given to the press and 
actual db very. 
The objective, of course, was to 
get votes from the mass audience 
assembled here as well as before 
television screens throughout the 
country The assumption was that 
the voters would be concerned only 
with appearances — the “ image” 
created by a good-looking young 
man with a forceful style of speak­ 
ing. 
But in that sam e acceptance 
speech, the Democratic, nominee 
violated one of the basic rules of 
fair play in American campaign­ 
ing: “Never impute a lack of hon­ 
esty or integrity to your opponent.’” 


THE ATTACK which the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nominee made 
against Vice President Nixon was 
a shock to all who had hoped that 
the nominee of the Democratic 
Party would negate the widely held 
impression about his immaturity 
and that he would carry himself 
with the dignity befitting a man 
who might become president of the 
United States. Mr. Kennedy, how­ 
ever, impetuously clawed at his op­ 
ponent when he said: 
“ His (Nixon’s) political career 
has often seemed to show charity 
toward none and malice for a ll.. . . 
“ But before he (Nixon) deals, 
someone is going to cut the cards.” 
The senator later defended his 
plunge into personalities when, in a 
news conference, he said he would 
be bound only “by the rules of 
facts.” 
There were 
other 
statements 
which caused dismay. Thus, for in- 
stnce, there are many who won­ 
der just what was meant by this 
paragraph 
in 
the 
acceptance 
speech: 
“ But the new frontier af which 
I speak is not a set of promises — 
it is a set of challenges. It sums up 
not what I intend to offer the Amer­ 
ican people, but what I intend to 
ask of them. It appeals to their 
pride, 
not 
their 
pocketbook. 
It 
holds out the promise of more sac­ 
rifice instead of more security.” 


WHAT DOES “more sacrifice in­ 
stead of more securi*y” 
really 
mean? How many of the listeners 
understood those phrases0 
In another part of the same 
speech, the nominee extols 
the 
party 
platform 
which 
promises 
more and more money ant favors 
for every group with enough num­ 
bers to bring in votes. Even the so­ 
called “liberals,” who are used to 
making 
extravagant 
promises, 
were taken aback by the unlimited 
scope of the platform pledges. Mr. 
Kennedy said: 
“I am grateful, too, that you 
have provided 
us 
with such 
a 
strong platform to stand on and to 
ran on. Pledges which are made 
so eloquently are made to be kept.” 
Does 
Mr. 
Kennedy, however, 
really intend, for instance, to ful­ 
fill 
the 
platform 
pledge 
which 
promises the right to vote to any 
man or woman, whether or not he 
or she can read or write? The plat­ 
form as adopted promises to do 
away somehow with the literacy 
tests for voting which are embodied 
in state laws. 
There are many passages in the 
acceptance speech which will cause 
an arching of eyebrows, but none 
perhaps more than this one: 
“ All over the world, particularly 
in the newer nations, young men 
are coming to power — men who 
are not bound by the traditions of 
the past — men who are not blind­ 
ed by the old fears and hates and 
rivalries — young men who can 
cast off the old slogans and the old 
delusions.” 


THE WORLD is witnessing in the 
Congo what some of the “ newer 
nations” are doing. It is witnessing 
also the rise of “youth” in Cuba, 
especially its bearded leader who 
now makes common cause with 
Moscow. Rashness is a characteris­ 
tic of youth — nothing that is old 
appears to be any good. 
The wisdom of past generations, 
including the words of the Greek 
philosophers and of the founders of 
the American republic — Washing­ 
ton, Jefferson and Madison —these 
are frequently brushed aside as ob­ 
solete. For indeed the urge of youth 
often is to eschew “ the traditions 
of the past.” 
Maybe this campaign will 
turn 
out differently than its start im­ 
plies. Maybe youth in the end will 
respect experience. The reckless­ 
ness of youth sometimes persists 
until it comes face to face with the 
hard facts of life. This is called 
“ maturity.” But ifs an expensive 
adventure, and one wonders wist­ 
fully whether there was more truth 
than 
oratory in Sen. Kennedy’s 
rhetorical question: “ Can a nation 
organized and governed such 
as 
ours endure?” 
Perhaps it ought to be para­ 
phrased as follows: “Can a nation 
governed by political claptrap and 
campaign hypocrisy endure?”

He made 
the point that most of the world 
leaders today are men whose edu­ 
cation was complete y before the 
“ good years” ended in 1914. This 
is not only a narrow view oi edu­ 
cation, but a lack of appreciation 
of what might be learned from 
the years before World War 1.

Starting the legislatio n thro u g h 
the pro cedure o f three fo rm al read­ 
ings indicates final actio n can be 
ex pected at nex t m o nth’s seco nd 
meeting Aug. 16, with the o rdin­ 
ance then beco ming effective 30 
days after that o r later.
